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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues Russell is not concerned with 
blocking red, green or blue light but instead blocks only infrared light. The examiner understands red light to be light within the wavelength 
range of 650-750 nm. Russell shows in Fig. 5 a transmission of less than 50% of light with a wavelength longer than 700 nm. Examiner 
interprets transmission below 50% to be blocking and 700 nm to be within the red light spectrum. Therefore the Russell reference teaches 
blocking red light. Fig. 17 of Russell shows similar blocking of red light and even lower transmission values. 
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
